There are two types of captioning that broadcasters can send: 
"standard" and "text." Standard captioning is related to the pro- 
gram that is being shown. Standard captioning usually follews the 
dialogue of the characters on-screen. Text captioning does not 
usually relate to the program being shown. I: often contains 
information such as weather or news. Text captioning often blocks 
out your view of the program you are watching. 

Your TV can decode four different "standard captioning" signals 
and four different "text captioning" signals on each TV channel.
